Th e Eagleto n disaster cru sh ed 
like a Mt. Ru sh mo re av alan ch e th e 
mo men tu m Mr. McGo v ern h ad gen ­ 
erated. Th at mo men tu m, v ital in 
p o litics, h e co u ld n ev er rev iv e. 
Amo n g o th er effects, th is sh o o k a 
majo r ten et o f th e McGo v ern strate­ 


gy —th at a massiv e in flu x o f n ew 
p ro -McGo v ern v o ters in th e 18-21 
age gro u p wo u ld mo re th an co u n ter­ 
balan ce th e sh ift o f man y traditio n al 
Demo crats (an ap p allin g o n e o u t o f 
th ree) to th e Rep u blican side. Th is 
did n o t h ap p en . In fact, a Gallu p p o ll 
o f y o u th u n der 30 as a wh o le fin ds 
th em fav o rin g Presiden t Nix o n .

Wh en I dis­ 
ap p o in ted th em, th ey tu rn ed to o th er 


su bjects—Geo rge Allen an d th e 
Redskin s, Marth a Mitch ell, o r Ted­ 
dy Ken n edy ’s sex life. 
Here an d th ere, an en th u siast 
migh t p o p u p . Fo r h im, Presiden t 
Nix o n o r Sen ato r McGo v ern was th e 
Dev il in carn ate an d th e electio n a 
battle between go o d an d ev il. Bu t fo r 
th e rest—o r at least th at p art o f th e 
rest again st wh o m I bru sh ed—a law 
o f dimin ish in g retu rn s was o p era­ 
tiv e. Ov er th e y ears, th e v illain ies 
p u rp o rtedly co mmitted by Rich ard 
Nix o n h ad been o v erso ld. Th e n erv e 
h ad been n u mbed. 
An d th e sh o ck treatmen t th at Mc­ 
Go v ern an d Sargen t Sh riv er, h is 
ru n n in g mate, h ad attemp ted was 
th e wro n g p rescrip tio n to stir u p th e 
electo rate o r brin g th e v o ter to h is 
feet. 
A segmen t o f th e p o p u latio n 
migh t h av e believ ed th at Presiden t 
Nix o n h ad bu n gled in h is h an dlin g o f 
th e Vietn am war, th at h e migh t h av e 
been h o g-tied by ideo lo gical co n sid­ 
eratio n s, bu t o n ly th e fan atic co u ld 
p o ssibly believ e th at h e h ad deliber­ 
ately p ro lo n ged th e war an d allo wed 
th o u san ds o f American s to die o u t o f 
malign p u rp o se. Yet th is is p recisely 
wh at McGo v ern -Sh riv er tried to ar­ 


gu e, an d it bo o meran ged as cam­ 
p aign strategy . 
Th e lo ss o f credibility carried 
o v er to o th er issu es, so th at wh en 
McGo v ern ch arged th e Nix o n Ad­ 
min istratio n with bein g th e mo st 
co rru p t in h isto ry , th e electo rate 
y awn ed. Mo rality , mo reo v er, co u ld 
h ardly be an issu e wh en McGo v ern 
an d h is su p p o rters h ad co n do n ed th e 
th eft o f go v ern men t do cu men ts an d 
th e sabo tage o f go v ern men t p o licy , 
ev en p raisin g it. Co mp ared to th is, 
th e Watergate bu ggin g seemed like 
v ery small p o tato es—an d Demo ­ 
cratic an gu ish mo re th an a little 
stagy . 
Th e camp aign , th erefo re, de­ 
scen ded in to little mo re th an p as­ 
sio n ate sh ado w-bo x in g, an d McGo v - 
em-Sh riv er didn ’t lay a glo v e o n th e 
Presiden t. Mr. Nix o n remain ed 
abo v e th e battle, so th at th ere was 
n ev er th e kin d o f co n fro n tatio n 
wh ich in sp ires drama. Th ere was, in 
fact, an u n real q u ality abo u t th e 
camp aign , as if th e two co n ten ders 
were liv in g in differen t wo rlds an d 
ru n n in g in differen t y ears. 
All o f th is fitted in rath er well 
with th e Presiden t’s p lan s. His strat­ 
egy was to let McGo v ern kn o ck h im­ 


self o u t with ro u n dh o u se p u n ch ed 
wh ich n ev er co n n ected. An d th is is 
p recisely wh at seems to h av e h ap ­ 
p en ed fro m th e day o f th e Eagleto n 
fiasco . On ly in th e dep th s o f Zen p h i­ 
lo so p h y can o n e man bo x alo n e, an d 
n o wh ere can h e get a cro wd fo r do ­ 
in g it. An d th at h as been th e sto ry o f 
th is camp aign . 


Un less th e p ress, th e p o llsters, 
an d th e p o litical an aly sts are in cred­ 
ibly wro n g, th e o u tco me o f th e elec­ 
tio n o n th e n igh t o f No v ember 7 will 
be as p redicted. Fro m th at p o in t o n , 
u n til th e resu lts are all in , th e o n ly 
cliff-h an ger will be in th e Ho u se an d 
Sen ate electio n s. Will th e Presi­ 
den t’s co attails h av e p u llin g p o wer? 
Will th e electio n in tro du ce a n ew 
tren d in ticket sp littin g? Has th e 
Demo cratic era en ded in th e So u th ? 
Th at th ese q u estio n s o ccu p y cen ter 
stage sp eaks elo q u en tly o f th e n a­ 
tu re o f th is camp aign . 
Wh en th e sen ato r lo n gs fo r th e 
en d o f th e camp aign , h e gets h eart­ 
felt agreemen t fro m mu ch o f th e 
electo rate—n o t to men tio n th e p ress.

Ju st o n e v o te gav e stateh o o d to 
Califo rn ia, Idah o , Orego n , Tex as 
an d Wash in gto n . An d in 1952 state­ 
h o o d was lo st to Alaska fo r n early 
sev en mo re y ears by ju st o n e v o te. 
Th e sen ate tally : 45-44. 
Immo rtal Th o mas Jefferso n tied 
with Aaro n Bu rr, 7 3-7 3, in th e 1800 
electo ral co llege. Th ey were also 
deadlo cked after th e electio n was 
th ro wn in to th e Ho u se o f Rep resen t­ 
ativ es. Jefferso n did n o t win th e 
p residen cy u n til th e 36th ballo t. Ten ­ 
n essee’s William C. C. Claibo rn e 
cast th e decidin g sin gle v o te. 
Slav ery ? Jefferso n ’s Draft Ordi­ 
n an ce (March 1,17 84 ) p ro p o sed th at 
after 1800 slav ery n ev er ex isted in 
wh at later became Alabama, Ken ­ 
tu cky , Mississip p i, Ten n essee an d 
th e great states “n o rth an d west o f 
th e Oh io Riv er.” It lo st by ju st o n e 
v o te, 7-6. 
Article IV, Sectio n 2 o f o u r Co n ­ 
stitu tio n reco gn ized a so -called 
p ro p erty righ t in h u man slav es. It 
remain ed th ere u n til Feb. 1, 1865, 
an d th e catacly smic War Between 
th e States h ad been fo u gh t largely o n 
th is issu e. 
Th e bitter 1824 p residen tial elec­ 
tio n was th ro wn in to th e Ho u se, Feb. 
9,1825. Jo h n Qu in cy Adams, An drew 
Jackso n an d Virgin ia’s 
William 
Harris Crawfo rd were deadlo cked 
th ere. Twen ty -fo u r states th en co m­ 
p rised o u r Un io n . Th e Rep resen ta­ 
tiv es were req u ired to cast a blo ck 
v o te o n beh alf o f th eir states. An d 
th e New Yo rk Co n gressio n al delega­ 
tio n was deadlo cked. 
Th en Gen . Step h en Van Ren sse­ 
laer, a fo u n der with Geo rge Wash ­ 
in gto n o f th e distin gu ish ed So ciety o f 
th e Cin cin n ati, cast h is ballo t. 
Adams was elected Presiden t by 
ju st o n e v o te. 
Presiden t Ru th erfo rd B. Hay es 
was my dear gran dfath er’s law 


p artn er. His 1876 electio n o v er Sem- 
u el J. Tilden was co n tested—th e re­ 
tu rn s fro m Flo rida, Lo u isian a, Ore­ 
go n an d So u th Caro lin a ch allen ged. 
Th e Co n stitu tio n co n tain ed n o so lu ­ 
tio n . An electo ral co mmissio n o f fiv e 
Sen ato rs, fiv e Rep resen tativ es an d 
fiv e Su p reme Co u rt members was 
ap p o in ted to decide wh o wo u ld be 
Presiden t. Mr. Hay es wo n —an d by 
ju st o n e v o te: 8-7 . 
Bu t Mr. Hay es did n o t feel th at 
th e p ro cedu re gav e a Presiden t a 
man date. On th e ev en in g o f h is v ic­ 
to ry Mr. Hay es p riv ately to ld my 
gran dfath er th at h e wo u ld serv e o n ­ 
ly o n e term. An d, h o n o r to h im, th at 
is ex actly wh at h e did. 
Ch arles Ev an s Hu gh es wo u ld 
h av e defeated in cu mben t Presiden t 
Wo o dro w Wilso n in 1916 bu t fo r Cali­ 
fo rn ia’s electo ral v o tes—o n e sin gle 
state. 
Fran klin D. Ro o sev elt was elect­ 
ed Go v ern o r o f New Yo rk, wh ich 
p laced h im o n th e ro ad to h is 12-y ear 
Wh ite Ho u se era with all its co n se­ 
q u en ces, by a mere 25,564 v o tes o u t 
o f fo u r millio n th at were cast. 
Harry S. Tru man remain ed Pres­ 
iden t by a margin o f less th an fiv e 
p er cen t o f th e v o te case in ju st 18 
key cities wh en h e defeated Go v . 
Th o mas E. Dewey . 
Jo h n F. Ken n edy wo n th e Wh ite 
Ho u se by less th an th e p o p u latio n o f 
To p eka, K an —win n in g by o n ly 118,- 
552 o f 68 millio n v o tes cast, less th an 
o n e-h alf a v o te p er p recin ct. 
Rich ard M. Nix o n beat H. Hu m­ 
p h rey by o n e o n e-h alf o f o n e p er cen t 
o f th e n atio n al v o te. He go t 301 elec­ 
to ral v o tes (27 0 req u ired) to Mr. 
Hu mp h rey ’s 191. Bu t h ad Mr. Hu m­ 
p h rey carried Califo rn ia (4 0 electo r­ 
al v o tes) h e wo u ld h av e h ad 231 to 
Mr. Nix o n ’s 261. 
On e sin gle state wo u ld h av e kep t 
Mr. Nix o n fro m th e p residen cy an d 
p rev en ted an y o n e fro m bein g elect­ 
ed at th e p o lls. Th e 1968 electio n 
wo u ld h av e been th ro wn in to th e 
Ho u se. 
Failu re to v o te is a co p -o u t o n re­ 
sp o n sibility . It is, mo reo v er, a disas­ 
tro u s co p -o u t wh en y o u realize th at 
ap ath y an d absten tio n are th e real 
creato rs—th e actu al makers o f th e 
go v ern men t o f th e Un ited States. 
Again an d again th e balan ce o f p o w­ 
er rests with th e stay -at-h o mes. In 
fact, a go o d q u estio n to ask an y o n e 
wh o co mp lain s abo u t o u r co u n try is:

Doctor 
Says: 


By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— I am 16 
y ears old and v ery phy sically 
fit. About two y ears ago some­ 
one made a remark about me 
being ‘‘humpbacked.” The idea 
was totally new to me. Later I 
was told by others also that I 
was humpbacked. I was also 
told to hold up my shoulders 
and I soon discov ered that I was 
in fact humpbacked. The hump 
had dev eloped I think from the 
shoulders slumping. It is situat­ 
ed a little below my shoulder 
blade. It isn’t noticeable when I 
wear a shirt, but without a shirt 
the hump is fairly obv ious. It 
seems like, since I am y oung, 
the problem could be corrected 
with the right treatment. Is 
there any thing I can do to 
straighten my back? 
Dear Reader— It is difficult 
to say how much can be done 
without knowing how much of a 


deformity y ou really hav e. 
Your letter suggests to me that 
it is not a v ery marked deformi­ 
ty , if it can’t be noticed when 
y our shirt is on. As important 
as it is to y ou, I doubt v ery 
much that it makes a difference 
to any body else. Sometimes 
people fix their attention on a 
minor defect of the body and 
ex aggerate its importance. 
Practically no one has a com­ 
pletely normal, sy mmetrical 
body . You may be surprised to 
know that almost ev ery body 
has at least a little shortening of 
one leg. There is a tendency for 
one half of the body to be slight­ 
ly larger than the other half. 
Take a look at some of y our 
friends’ photographs that are 
taken face on and cov er up the 
right half with a sheet of paper 
and look at the left side of the 
body . Now rev erse the proce- 
durejmd y ou will see that many 


people look entirely different on 
the right and left half of their 
body . 
I wish y ou would see an or­ 
thopedic specialist and let him 
look at the amount of curv ature 
y ou hav e and see if it is really 
something that y ou should con­ 
cern y ourself about or not. 
As far as y our rounded shoul­ 
ders are concerned, this sug­ 
gests poor posture habits. You 
could do quite a bit for this by 
becoming more conscious 
about holding y our shoulders 
back. You could also take a se­ 
ries of ex ercises to strengthen 
the muscles between y our 
shoulder blades. Since y our let­ 
ter suggests y ou are athletical­ 
ly inclined this would be a good 
program for y ou. You can use 
pulley weights in a gy mnasium 
to weight y our arms and then 
swing y our arms backward or 
rotate them in a backward cir-

cle using the muscles between 
the shoulder blades. 
Another ex ercise dev ice is 
the tension or stretch springs 
that y ou can hold between y our 
hands and stretch the springs 
out using the muscles between 
y our shoulder blades. Most tra­ 
peze work, or any ty pe of ex er­ 
cise like climbing ropes hand 
ov er hand are useful in dev el­ 
oping the shoulder muscles. 
You do not need ex ercises that 
will dev elop the muscles ov er 
the front of the chest. They may 
already be too strong in com­ 
parison to y our weaker muscles 
between the shoulder blades. 
I am sure y our phy sical edu­ 
cation teacher would be glad to 
help y ou with a set of ex ercises 
that would help y ou along this 
line. But in the meantime ask 
y our family doctor to direct y ou 
to an orthopedic specialist if 
y ou are really concerned.

CHICAGO (AP) - Using a 
technique which measures ‘'im­ 
age reaction," Louis Cheskin, 
head of a large marketing re­ 
search firm, hasn’t been wrong 
since 
he 
predicted 
Harry 
Truman’s upset victory in 1948. 
This year, he says, the presi­ 
dential election is a toss-up. 
Cheskin, president of Louis 
Cheskin Associates, explained 
Saturday that within a two- 
month period his staff queried 
600 voters each in New York, 
California and Dlinois. 
Two weeks ago they gave up. 
“ We found it was futile to try 
soliciting an accurate voter re­ 
sponse,” he said. “ Most people 
will not or cannot reveal their 
true feelings or actual attitudes 
this year. 
“ This is an election like no 
other.’’ 
Cheskin said the voter sam­ 
pling used by other pollsters is 
not large enough for a problem 
with as many variables as in 
this election, even if respond­ 
ents revealed their true feel­ 
ings. 
“ The pollsters report what 
people say, which is generally 
prestigious, not wttat they real­ 
ly feel,” he said. “ There are 
several major fluctuating fac­ 
tors 
that 
can 
turn 
voters 
around, including the Vietnam 
peace negotiations and the Wa­ 
tergate affair.” 
The final Gallup poll, com­ 
pleted Saturday, shows Presi­ 
dent Nixon with a lead of land­ 
slide proportions over Demo­ 
crat George S. McGovern. 
Cheskin said that because of 
the negative results of his sur­ 


vey, this is the first presiden­ 
tial election since 1948 for 
which he has no data to make a 
prediction. 
He said, however, “ It is my 
opinion the results will be close 
to 50-50. McGovern can be 
elected.” 
Cheskin said his method of 
surveying 
voter 
preference 
measures image reaction. Each 
person queried was given a 
photograph of each candidate 
and asked how they felt about 
such a man being “ their bank­ 
er, neighbor or whatever.” 
“ At the start, we found 
McGovern had no image at all 
and Nixon’s was little better,” 
Cheskin said. 
Jack Mabley, a columnist 
and associate editor of Chicago 
Today, said that he’s known 
Cheskin for 20 years and that 
each election since 1948 Cheskin 
has been “ right on the button.” 
“ He’s been using the same 
technique all these years,” 
Mabley said. “ It’s based on the 
idea that people say one thing 
and do another. 
“ His clients are some of the 
biggest in the country. He told 
Ford the Edsel would be a flop, 
and it was.” 
Cheskin accurately predicted 
wide margins of victory for 
President Eisenhower in 1952 
and 1956; said the 1960 and 1968 
races were too close to call; 
and predicted Lyndon B. John­ 
son would receive more than 60 
per cent of the vote in 1964.

“ This electio n is no t a beauty 
co ntest,” Ogilv ie said. “ It is 
no t an o rato rical co ntest.

Walker has replied to pre­ 
v io us issue-ducking charges by

Walker said that he has

Reminiscing ov er his long 
campaign, Walker told news­ 
men before leav ing Chicago 
earlier in the d ay that he thinks 
the 1,200-mile walk across the 
state was the best part of the 
campaign.

For the first time since the 
start of the Red Cross Blood 
Program in Lee Cou nty in Sept. 
1971, the q u ota of 125 pints was 
ex ceed ed at the recent October 
v isit, sponsored by the Wom­ 
en’s Society of Christian Serv ­ 
ice of the First United Method ­ 
ist Chu rch. 
One hu nd red forty -two pints 
of blood were taken from v olu n­ 
teer d onors to the Peoria Re­ 
gional Blood Center laboratory 
to be completely analy zed and 
read ied for u se as whole blood ; 
as platelets, which are essential 
for blood clotting and platelet 
d eficiencies; as cry oprecipi- 
tates to control bleed ing in he­ 
mophilia ; as red blood cells to 
carry ox y gen to all parts of the 
bod y and to troat anemia; as fi­ 
brinogen to control hemorrhag­ 
ing in certain complications of 
chilbirth; as gamma globu lin 
which is u sed in prev ention and 
mod ification of measles and 
hepatitis; or as seru m albu min 
for emergency treatment for 
shock ana for replacement of 
lost proteins as in kid ney and 
liv er d iseases. 
Approx imately three weeks 
following a blood mobile v isit, 
wallet-size plastic d onor card s, 
showing name, ad d ress, and 


blood ty pe, are sent by the PeQ- 
ria Blood Center to the Lee 
Cou nty Red Cross office, where 
the information is record ed in 
the blood d onor file, before be­ 
ing sent to the ind iv id u al d o­ 
nors. A record is kept of first­ 
time d onors. There were 101 at 
the October v isit. 
As more and more d octors 
u se blood components in treat­ 
ing patients, the need for these 
increases. Certain components, 
su ch as fresh frozen plasma, 
cry oprecipitates, and platelets, 
mu st be prepared within hou rs 
of blood d onation. When timing 
and the amou nt of blood collect­ 
ed are controlled , patients can 
be assu red of receiv ing the 
blood and components they 
need . 
Any person resid ing or work­ 
ing Lee Cou nty is au tomatically 
entitled to blood when need ed in 
any hospital in the United 
States. Families need only noti­ 
fy the Lee Cou nty Red Cross 
when a family member has re­ 
q u ired blood for su rgery and a 
req u est form will be mailed im­ 
med iately to be filled in so that 
the local Red Cross knows how 
many u nits of blood are to be 
replaced at the patient’s hospi­ 
tal by the Regional Blood Cen­ 


ter. There is no charge made 
fo r blo o d itself; ho wev er, pa­ 
tients pay labo rato ry 
fees and 
administratio n co sts to the ho s­ 
pital.

Eag leto n was ho spitalized in 
1 960, 1 964 and 1 966. After de­ 
tails o f his illnesses became 
kno wn last summer, Demo crat­ 
ic presidential no minee Geo rg e 
McGo v ern dro pped Eag leto n as 
his v ice-presidential running - 
mate. 
Clark said in a telepho ne in­ 
terv iew that he learned fro m 
an FBI file o f Eag leto n’s medi­ 
cal histo ry in 1 965. At the time,

IBottleneck of 
farm exports 
is likely 


Rash of minority candidates this year

WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
Agriculture Department, citing 
rail transportation and ocean- 
port problems, said today a 
“potential bottleneck” exists in 
the export movement of a 
record $10 billion worth of U.S. 
farm products this fiscal year. 
“The end of October found a 
mounting sense of urgency over 
the problem of transporting 
U.S. grain and soybeans to 
ports for shipment to markets 
in foreign countries,” the de­ 
partment’s Foreign Agricul­ 
tural Service said. 
Back of the situation is the 
huge sale of $1.2 billion worth 
of grain and soybeans to the 
Soviet Union, plus export in­ 
creases to traditional foreign 
markets such as Japan and 
Western Europe. 
For the year ending next 
June 30, the report said, U.S. 
farm exports will total 83.4 mil­ 
lion metric tons, compared with 
the previous high of 62.1 million 
in 1971-72. 
Of the 21.3 million additional 
tons expected this season, Rus­ 
sian purchases of U.S. grain 
will total about 19 million. 
Whether the “ potential bot­ 
tleneck” turns into a full- 
fledged crisis, the report said, 
depends how efficiently rail­ 
roads utilize boxcars in moving 
grain to ports. 
“ Informed opinion is that, if 
freight cars are made available 
expeditously, country elevators 
can readily handle both domes­ 
tic and export needs in 1973,” 
the report said. 
But country elevators—initial 
marketing points for farmers— 
already appear to be 75 to 80 
per cent filled with wheat in 
some areas, including Kansas 
and Missouri, as the fall feed 
grain and soybean harvest gets 
into full swing, the report said. 
Thus, unless some wheat is 
transferred to terminals or to 
port facilities, the fall harvest 
could mean some local eleva­ 
tors will have to turn away 
corn and soybeans. 
Also, the report said, con­ 
gestion at ports—particularly 
for wheat moving from the 
Gulf—is a potential threat. Un­ 
less ships are loaded and can 
move out promptly, port stor-

Blacks and Mexican-Americans 
are on ballots for national of­ 
fice in many states this year in 
what one minority leader has 
called a consciousness for self- 
determination. 
Three blacks and two Mexi­ 
can-Americans are running for 
the Senate, 49 blacks and 11 
Spanish-surnamed candidates 
for the House. One black is run­ 
ning for governor of Illinois, 
and one Mexican-American is 
in the Texas gubernatorial 
race. 
“ There’s a consciousness this 
year ... that addresses itself to 
self-determination in the broad­ 
est sense,” said Domingo Nick 


Reyes, executive director of the 
Mexican-American 
Anti-Def­ 
amation Committee. 
Of the three blacks running 
for the Senate, only one—in­ 
cumbent Republican Edward 
W. Brooke of Massachusetts—is 
expected to win. 
The 
Congressional 
Black 
Caucus, composed of the black 
members of the House, is likely 
to gain additional strength as 
all 13 incumbents and two oth­ 
ers—Yvonne Brathwaite Burke 
in Los Angeles and Barbara 
Jordan in Houston—are fa­ 
vored. 
In Tennessee, J.O. Patterson 
Jr., Democratic state Senate 
whip and a Memphis city coun- 


cilman, is seeking to unseat Re­ 
publican Rep. Dan Kuykendall. 
Patterson defeated four whites 
in the primary. 
Given 
a 
better-than-even 
chance of winning Georgia’s 5th 
Congressional District seat is 
Andrew Young, executive vice 
president of 
The 
Southern 
Christian Leadership Confer­ 
ence. A former aide to the late 
Dr.. Martin Luther King Jr., 
Young facer Republican state 
Rep. Rodney Cook in a district 
that includes most of Atlanta 
and several affluent and pre­ 
dominantly white suburbs north 
of the city. 
Another black, Keith Jones, 
26, is campaigning for the 


Georgia seat as a write-in can­ 
didate under the banner of the 
Socialist Workers party. 
Two blacks running for the 
Senate are not given a chance 
of winning. 
However, John L. LeFlore, 
National Democratic Party of 
Alabama (NDPA) candidate 
from Mobile, could decide the 
hotly contested race between 
incumbent Democratic Sen. 
John Sparkman and his Re­ 
publican opponent, Winton M. 
Blount, former postmaster gen­ 
eral.

“You people keep coming u p and telling u s 
th ere’s a jinx , bu t I don’t believ e th at,” Lions 
Coach Joe Sch midt told reporters later, allu d­ 
ing to nex t Su nday s’ game at Minnesota. 
“You don’t mention th at Ch icago h as th e 
same kid of Jinx against u s.” 
Jinx or no jinx , th e Bears seemed paral­ 
y zed against th e Lions, wh ose defense h ad al­ 


lowed more points (169) th an all bu t two oth er 
teams in th e National Conference. Th e sh u t­ 
ou t was th e first for Detroit since a 20-0 tri­ 
u mph ov er Green Bay th e last game of 1970. 
Th e Packers defeated San Francisco 34-24 
Su nday and kept pace with th e Lions atop th e 
central div ision with a 5-3 record. Minnesota, 
a 37-6 v ictor ov er New Orleans, climbed to 
th ird with a 4-4 mark, wh ile th e Bears fell to 
th e cellar at 3-4-1.
